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SUBJECT: VICE PRESIDENT’S MEMORANDUM ON GUINEAN PRIME 
MINISTER'S VISIT 

1 . FOLLOWING COURTESY CALL OF GUINEA PRIME MINISTER ON 
JUNE 29. THE VICE PRESIDENT SENT A MEMORANDUM TO THE 
PRESIDENT WHICH IS SUMMARIZED BELOW FOR YOUR 
INFORNATION. 

2. THE MEETING WAS VERY POSITIVE. THE GUINEANS EMPHASIZED 
FRIENDSHIP AND A DESIRE TO MOVE AHEAD IN ECONOMIC, CULTURAL, 
EDUCATIONAL AND INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT COOPERATION. 

THE GUINEANS EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR THE PRESIDENT S 
SOUTH AFRICAN POLICY AND SAID THAT WE WOULD SEE GUINEA'S 
APPRECIATION REFLECTED IN POSITIONS IT TAKES DURING THE 
CURRENT OAU MEETING IN LIBREVILLE. 
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3. THE PRIME MINISTER REAFFIRMED TERMINATION OF THE SOVIET 
FLIGHTS AND STATED GUINEA SHARES THE PRESIDENT'S VIEWS ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS. HE STATED GUINEA WOULD BE PLEASED TO HAVE A 
U.S. DELEGATION VISIT TO LOOK INTO THE HUMAN RIGHTS SITU- 
ATION. 
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4. THE PRIME MINISTER ASKED FOR SIX COAST GUARD CUTTERS 
FOR COASTAL DEFENSE BUT DID NOT LINK THIS TO THE FLIGHT 
TERMINATION. HE STATED GUINEA ATTACHES MORE IMPORTANCE TO 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION. THE PRIME MINISTER EXPRESSED A 
DESIRE FOR A HIGH LEVEL VISIT. EITHER THE PRESIDENT, VICE 
PRESIDENT OR SECRETARY OF STATE AND STATED THAT SEKOU 
TOURE WAS READY TO COME TO THE UNITED STATES. 

5. THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE AND THE NSC SHOULD FORWARD A 
DETAILED ANALYSIS OF THE PRIME MINISTER'S MESSAGE WITH 
RECOMMENDATIONS ON HOW THE U.S. MIGHT FOLLOW UP. CHRISTOPHER 
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1 . FOLLOWING COURTESY CALL OF GUINEA PRIME MINISTER ON 
JUNE 29, THE VICE PRESIDENT SENT A MEMORANDUM TO THE

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2. THE MEETING WAS VERY POSITIVE. THE GUINEANS EMPHASIZED

THE GUINEANS EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR THE PRESIDENT S

APPRECIATION REFLECTED IN POSITIONS IT TAKES DURING THE 
CURRENT OAU MEETING IN LIBREVILLE. 

3. THE PRIME MINISTER REAFFIRMED TERMINATION OF THE SOVIET 
FLIGHTS AND STATED GUINEA SHARES THE PRESIDENT'S VIEWS ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS. HE STATED GUINEA WOULD BE PLEASED TO HAVE A 
U.S. DELEGATION VISIT TO LOOK INTO THE HUMAN RIGHTS SITU- 
ATION. 

4. THE PRIME MINISTER ASKED FOR SIX COAST GUARD CUTTERS 
FOR COASTAL DEFENSE BUT DID NOT LINK THIS TO THE FLIGHT 
TERMINATION. HE STATED GUINEA ATTACHES MORE IMPORTANCE TO 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION. THE PRIME MINISTER EXPRESSED A 
DESIRE FOR A HIGH LEVEL VISIT, EITHER THE PRESIDENT, VICE 
PRESIDENT OR SECRETARY OF STATE AND STATED THAT SEKOU 
TOURE WAS READY TO COME TO THE UNITED STATES. 

5. THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE AND THE NSC SHOULD FORWARD A 
DETAILED ANALYSIS OF THE PRIME MINISTER'S MESSAGE WITH
